III. The species of heat exchanger of Figures 9-10B; 

IV. The species of heat exchanger of Figure 1 1 . 

Applicants, without traverse, respectfully request the Examiner to proceed with 
Species I principally illustrated in Figures 1 , 2 and 4 and Species I of heat exchanger 
principally illustrated in Figure 3. Applicants believe that Claims 13, 14 and 16-22 read 
on the elected species. Applicants request that the non-elected Claims be held in 
abeyance for possible rejoinder and/or further prosecution in future divisional and/or 
continuation applications.
